Held for Trial 

The preliminary hearing © 
Henry Adams, accused of placing 
strychnine in the drinking water 
and in oats at one of the Dyment 
camps, was held here Monday, 
and concluded Tuesday morning, 
Several witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion were examined Monday, and 
Monday evening the case was ad- 
journed until Tuesday morning. 
Adams was placed under $1000 
bonds to appear for trial before 
the supreme court. The bonds 
were furnished by himself and his 
brother, John Adams, and Wm 
Murphy and Chris Zalind, and he 
was released from custody. 

Adams had been employed on 
the Dyment farm, and had a fight 
with Robt. C. Hunter, the foreman, 
and was discharged. The next 
day the drinking water at this 
camp was found to taste bitter and 
the food cooked with it was bitter. 
Hunter suspected strychnine, and 
preserved samples of the water, 
before throwing it out. That 
night a valuable mare died at the

OLD NEWS-GETTING =| 


How Canada Got Word of Napoleon's 
Escape. ; 


“Louis 18th dethroned and gone to 
Ronaparte’s return to Paris 


That certainly was a headline cal- 
culated to startle, perhaps starver, 
the readers for whom it was printed 
in Quebec on Tuesday, May 9, 1814— 
ninety-six years ago, It contained 


information that several weeks earlier 
had staggered Europe, and the events, 


| of which it announced the beginning, | 


fill one of the great epoch-marking 
chapters of modern history. 

The headlines quoted appeared over 
three columns of closely and badly 


printed matter in the issue of the 
“Quebec Mercury” of June 9. Na- 
poleon, or Bonaparte, as he i called 
in this announcement, left Elba on 
February 26, landed at the Bay of 
Juan on March 1. On the Ith he 


reviewed the troops at Lyons, and’ be- 
gan his march towards Paris, More 
than three months elapsed before the 
news of these tremendous events was 
published in Canada, 

How comparatively small the cable 
and wireless telegraph have made the 
world sinee those distant days, when 
news traveled by sailing packet and 


The volume containing the files of | 
this old Quebee newspaper for the 
years 1814 and 1815, is filled with 
what may be called the bones of his- 
tory. The war with the United States 
was still raging, and Europe was 
practically one great battlefield on 
which Napoleon was contending for 
universal empire. Issue after issue cf 


the old newspaper—at that time 4 
weekly—during the year 1814 con- 
tains accounts of the struggles of 


British troops on Continental Europe 
and in the Canadian wilderness. 
Meagre as are the accounts ot the 
battles and other military operations 
in the Old World and in the New, / 
appearing side by side on the pages 


| of this old-time newspaper, they bring 


home to the reader of to-day a more 


| accurate and vivid realization of the 


gigantic struggle Britain was then 
engaged in than do chapters of hia- 


tory treating separately of the two 
great wars carried on at the same 
| time in widely distant parts of the 


world. In history the student reads 
accounts of these wars in different 
chapters, often in different volumes, 
sometimes in different works. The 
old newspaper shows how they were 
parts of the world’s story at the same 
time, woven together and forming one 
chapter of Britain’s national life. 

It took three months for the news 
of Napoleon’s escape to reach Canada. 
The news came by way of New York, 
where, on April 27, a schooner from 
Rochester, France, arrived bnnging 
tidings of the great things that had 
been happening up to the middle of 
March. From New York the news 
traveled north by stage-coach, the 
most reliable and abundant souree of 
information being New York news- 
papers, in which’ were reproduced 
despatehes copied from European and 
British mewspapers that on the 
schooner in question and on other 
sailing vessels had reached the Ameri- 
can port. These despatches gave in 
full Napoleon’s address to the 
French people and another to the 
army, both dated “Gulf of Juan, 
March Ist, 1815,” and signed *“ 
poleon Emperor” and ‘Bertrand, 


Na 
the 


Grand Marshall exercising the fune- 
tions of a Major-General to the Grand 
Army.” 

All this news filled almost three 


pages of that old-time weekly, equal 
to about three columns of an ordinary 
modern newspaper. 

Among the miscellaneous news 
paragraphs are several bearing date 
of March 19, and are copied from the 
London Chronicle. One states that 
“Lord Wellington is spoken of as the 
Commander of the British troops in 
Belgium.” Another gives news of the 
fleet “Twenty sail of the Line were 
yesterday ordered to be put in com- 
mission, and many officers who had 
been put upon half-pay, have been 
ordered to repair to the Admiralty. 
A press is ordered in the port of Lon- 
don and in all other ports for the 
service of the fleet.” 

All the news of that issue, and the 
editorial as well, relate to the mo- 
mentous events transpiring in Europe.

His 
is to make him into a’ 
hardy little prince, and with that end 
in view instructions have been issued 
that he shall fare in exactly the same 
way as the other cadets, with the 
same hours of study, the same food 
and accommodation, and, like all the 
other boys, a shilling a week for poe- 


ket-money and no ‘‘tuek-shop’ ac. 
count allowed, 
The German Emperor, as is well 


known, is one of the strictest parents 
in Europe. He brought up his sons 
on severe lines, and the German 
Crown Prince is determined that his 
little son, who is now four years of 
age, shall be raised in the same plain, 
healthy fashion on simple food and 
plenty of work. The Crown Princess 
Cecile, too, is not likely to “spoil” 
her boys, for she is imbued with the 
sensible idea that they should be fit- 
ted for the important roles destined 
for them—not by keeping 
luxurious nurseries, but by making 
them live the hardy and healthy life 
of the normal middle-class child,

peror himself and his sons, and all 


the German princes for generations

The seven-year-old Prince Olaf, | 
Crown Prince of Norway, like his | 


cousin, Prinee Edward of Wales, is 
being brought up in a simple, un- 
affected way. His parents allow him 
to live in the open air as 


when skating or ski-ing. He is ex- 
tremely popular with his father’s sub- 
jects, for he is a simple, merry-hearted 
little fellow who, although he once 
confessed he “liked to mix with 
kings,” is being brought up with the 
idea of first making a man of him and 
a king afterwards. 

Another engaging little chap is 
Prince Leopold, who will one day in- 
herit the throne of Bavaria. He is a 
grandson of the aged Prince Regent 
of Bavaria, a rugged octogenarian, 
who still goes hunting in bare knees, 
according to the national custom, 
Prince Leopold is trained on the sim- 
plest of lines. He might, indeed, be 
the son of a small country farmer, so 
little is he affected by his exalted 
sphere in life,

One of the 
rules was that the members who were | 
in town must be present at the in- | 
augural dinner, which was held on | 
the first Wednesday in December. The | 
members met fortnightly until April, | 
and every member was obliged to be 
unless ill, at each meeting, 
and no entertainments were permitted 
at any of their houses on club nights. 
There were five club toasts which were | 
compulsory; after these were drunk 
members were at liberty to leave if 
they wished to. 

Seldom did the members meet with- 
out entertaining some of the many di-- 
tinguished travelers who at this time 
werescoming to Canada, Probably it 


fered such entertaininent.

THE GLADSTONE FAMILY. | 


Grigin of the New Governor-General 
of South Africa. 


Mr. Herbert Gladstone’s title, Vis- 
sount Gladstone of Lanark, revives | 
in a very interesting way the old con- | 
nection with a part of Scotland in 
which members of his family were | 
settled for several generations. The | 
connection, however, is not with the | 
town of Lanark; it is with the county 
of that name. It was really to the 
of Lanarkshire that 
the new peer’s ancestors belonged. In- | 
deed ,the name of Gladstone is still a 
somewhat common one in Biggar, of | 
which town the viscount’s great-great- | 
grandfather was an honored inhabit- 
ant. In the churchyard close to the | 
doorway of the parish kirk there is a | 
large throughstane inscribed with 
the names of many Gladstones. | 

The first is that of John Gladstones, | 
” who died on June 1, 1756, 
He was a prosperous | 
maltman—the malting industry was 
then an important one in Biggar—and 
was “keeper of the baron’s girnal’’; 
that is, custodier of the rents paid in 
kind by tenants to the Lords Fleming. 
An _ elder in the kirk, a Freemason, | 
and holding a good social position, 
he was a man of consjderable import- 
ance in the town and district. This 
John Gladstones was the great-grand- 
father of William Ewart Gladstone. 

He had a large family—six daugh- 
ters and five sons. One of the latter, 


| James, was destined for the Church | 


of Scotland, but failed in the pulpit, 
and, like many other “stickit minis- 
ters” of the age, turned to teaching 
More successful in this profession, he 
became rector of the Grammar School 
of Leith. His brother, Thomas (the 
fourth son of John Gladstones), 
started business as a corn merchant 
in that seaport and was very success- 
ful. He had a son, John, who was 
also in business in Leith, but who re- 
moved to Liverpool, where he engaged 
in the West India trade. Acquiring a 
fortune, he purchased the estate of 
Fasque, and in 1846 was created a 
baronet. His third son was William 
Ewart Gladstone. 

Originally the family name appears 
to have been Gledestane. The first of 
whom there is any record is, cur- 
iously enough, a Herbert—Herbert de 
Gledestane. He appears in very un- 
patriotie guise on the Ragman Roll 
us one of those who in 1296 did hom- 
age to Edward I. of England. The 
connection of the family with the 
Border district began in the reign of 
David II., son of Robert Bruce, who 
in return for some services bestowed 
upon William de Gledestanes a grat 


| of the lands of Woodgrenynt, on the

Eddlestone Water, in Peeblesshire 
Other lands in the neighborhood were 
acquired by marriage, and the family 
appears to have developed an acute 
attack of land hunger. 

Several claims were advanced to 
common lands, and, although these 
claims were set aside by the courts, 
the Gledstanes were not seriously 
discouraged, and on more than one 
occasion attacks were made on burgh- 
ers who resisted them. John Gled- 
stane in 1561 was indicted for the 
slaughter of two burghers whose death 
had occurred in one of these forays, 
although nothing seems to have come 
of the prosecution. 

“But other days and other fortunes 
came.” There does not appear to 
have been any sudden catastrophe, 
and there is nothing to suggest that 
the change in the feudal position of 
the Gledstanes was due to the politi- 
cal revolutions and unrest which prov- 
ed the undoing of so many Scottish 
families; there anpears rather to have 
been a gradual decline in the family | 
fortunes. First the estate of Gled- 
stanes went; it was followed by that 
of Hundleshope, and eventually the 
last of the family ;, the} 
estate of Arthurshiel, went also. Then 
William, the son of the last of the 
Gledstanes of Arthurshiel, settled in 
Biggar as a maltman about the end 
of the venteenth century. From 
this time the family became identified 
with commercial pursuits. Willian 
was succeeded in the same business 
by his son, John, already mentioned 

It seems to have been this Joh 
who change the name from Gled 
stanes to Gladstones. The final s was 
lropped until 1835, when Sir Johr 
of Fasque obtained the 
royal license to change the name t 
Gladstone. 

The old ancestral stronghold of the 
Border Gledstanes—the Gledstanes oi 
that ilk—has completely disappeared 
There was—there must have been 
an ancient castle, but none of it re 
mains. Easter Gledstanes has a farm. 
house, and at Wester Gledstanes 
there are a few small cottages for agri 
cultural laborers, but there are ne 
traces, no relics, and no landmarks 
of the old Gledstanes on their ancient 
ancestral estates. It is to Biggar ir 
Lanarkshire that one must turn for 
such relics and landmarks.
